BUT UNTIL THEN, it s a wild ride 
of power and privilege. Thanks 
to entourages motivated by 
money and fame-hungry 
groupies, their slightest whim 
is only a phone call away. 

And that kind of instant 
gratification can be as big a danger 
as it is an ego boost. 

“It can become a compulsion, 
making fame and celebrity as 
addictive as any drug,” explains 
mental health counselor Veronica Lee 
Tsai, the primary therapist at a noted 
Florida drug and alcohol treatment center. “It’s a form of narcissism 
that can drive you to extreme behavior - heroin, pill popping and 
cocaine binges - because you feel invulnerable.” 

And that sense of being super-human even survives an arrest. 
When nabbed red-handed, most celebs refuse to accept blame or 
accountability, says Glass. 

“Most people know the consequences of their actions, but 
celebrities know no such bounds,” she explains. “They are in denial 
for a very long time and continue to blame others for 
their predicament. 

“Look at Lohan and Stewart. They both 
believed they were above the law. And 
when they were caught, they refused to 
take responsibility and instead blamed 
everyone but themselves.” 

Of course, playing the blame game 
is not a new phenomenon, but the 
consequences have changed. These 
days, spinning a good story is almost as 
good as getting off the hook. 

But that wasn’t the case back in the day. 

Despite being acquitted of the 1921 >■ 


T HEY’RE rich, famous and beautiful - and 
think they can get away with anything! 

Erom silent film funnyman Eatty 
Arbuckle’s rape and murder rap to 
homemaking mogul Martha Stewart’s 
insider trading-related conviction to starlet 
Lindsay Lohan’s repeated transgressions, 
celebrities have long found themselves on 
the wrong side of the law. 

The shocking legal lapses are baffling. 

Why do so many stars, with so much at their fingertips, go so 
wrong? 

“Because they can,” says behavior expert Dr. Lillian Glass. 

“Eame and fortune have a way of going to people’s heads. There is 
a definite sense of entitlement that comes with being a celebrity. 

“They feel that the laws don’t apply to them” and are “confident 
those in authority will look the other way” and “see them as being 
special. When celebrities realize they aren’t so special after all, 
they fall hard.” 
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HOLLYWOOD diva Zsa Zsa 
Gabor smacked Beverly 
Hills motorcycle cop Paul 
Kramer across the face 
during a traffic stop on 
June 14, 1989 - and became 
the original poster girl 
for entitled celebrity. 

The hapless 
lawmans offense? 

Kramer had the audacity 
to stop the Hungarian- 
born movie star, then 72, 
as she breezed through 
town in her $215,000 
Rolls Royce Corniche 
convertible sporting 
expired tags. Naturally, he 
asked to see her driver’s 
license, too. Turns out, 
that wasn’t valid, either. 

Still, Gabor felt she was 
getting a raw deal. Insisting 
she was a victim, the 
spoiled beauty explained 
she’d been pulled over by 


cops before - and recalled 
they “usually say, ‘Zsa Zsa, 
what’s the matter? Are 
you married these days? 
Do you want to marry 
me?’ ” and let her slide. 

But this guy was not 
smitten by her charms. 
Kramer wanted to 
write some tickets. So 
the situation quickly 
escalated. Zsa Zsa, now 
97 and in a coma, insisted 
the lawman cursed at 
her as tempers flared. 

In response, she 
slapped him, knocking his 
sunglasses off Of course, 
the cop had a different 
version of events. 

But there’s no doubt 
the confrontation ended 
with Gabor in cuffs, 
charged with battery on 
an officer, disobeying an 
officer, driving without

once Hollywood’s highest paid actor, became box office 
poison. Shortly before he died penniless at the age of 46, 
the comic said: “I don’t understand it, one 
minute, I’m the guy everybody loves, and the 
next, I’m the guy everybody loves to hate.” 

But now an arrest and conviction is hardly 
a career death sentence. 

Incredibly, Winona Ryder got a career 
boost when she was busted on shoplifting 
charges in 2001. She insisted the pressure of 
stardom drove her to steal things - and take 
drugs, too! 

She was forgiven her crimes by the public. 

And now a host of reality TV stars are 
discovering the same phenomenon! 

With little to no discernable talent, the reality rat pack 
has learned any publicity is good publicity - and naughty 
antics attract ratings. 


“Reality stars love to get into trouble,” says Glass. “No 
one wants to watch a show about an unintelligent and 
talentless person. But when you add drama, the whole 
dynamic changes. 

“New Jersey ‘Housewife’ Teresa Giudice 
epitomizes the mindset of this new breed of 
celebrity. She’s locked up in a federal prison 
for fraud. But you can bet she’s going to make 
millions upon her release. Her time behind 
bars may turn out to be the best thing that 
could have happened to her!” 

Shocked? Fed-up? 

Well, Glass says it’s up to fans to change 
the prevailing perception that celebrity crime 
pays. We can’t be tolerant of crooked stars or 
the businessmen eager to sweep their misdeeds under the 
carpet to protect mega- dollar investments. 

Says Glass: “Only when we turn them off and tune them 
out will celebrities - hopefully - learn their lesson.” 0

But Guastaferro still faces a charge 
of misdemeanor drug possession 
and is awaiting her day in court.

Federal prosecutors 
say the reality star, who 
also appeared on Donald 
Trump’s “Celebrity 
Apprentice,” welched on 
the deal that turned him 
loose in 2009. Following 
his release from prison. 

Hatch was due to serve 
three years of supervised 
release at his sister’s 
Rhode Island home. 


As part of the agreement, 
the former professional 
sperm donor, car salesman 
and bartender was supposed 
to refile his 2000 and 2001 
tax forms and pay Uncle 
Sam what he owed. But 
once out on the street, 
he changed his tune - 




maintaining his innocence 
and insisting CBS, which 
produces the “Survivor” 
series, had promised to 
pay the taxes on his first 
season earnings.

Hatch believes 
gays, women and African 
Americans are unfairly 
targeted and “bullied” by a 
broken justice system that is 
determined to destroy him.

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THIS former contestant on two “Survivor” 
shows was arrested for three traffic 
violations after cops say they witnessed 
his Ford SUV swerving across the center 
line in Hillsdale County, Mich. 

In 2013, Mike Skupin was charged 
with driving with a suspended license, 
possessing an improper license plate, 
and not having proof of insurance. 

The 52-year-old cast member has 
a long history of license suspensions 
and traffic violations - at least 20 since 



1999, according to public records. 

Skupin was brought to the Hillsdale 
County Jail and given a $4,000 bond. 

The father of seven posted bail several 
hours later and was released. 

Skupin made headlines in 2001 as 
the first “Survivor” contestant to ever 
be medically evacuated from the show 
after he passed out and fell into a fire. His 
wounds were too severe to be treated 
locally. He returned to the game in 2012 
for Season 25, “Survivor: Philippines.” 
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“DEADLIEST Catch” crew member 
Joshua Tel Warner survived crab fishing 
on the dangerous Bering Sea - but the 
reality TV gig unmasked his secret life 
of crime! Warner was sentenced to 
nine years in prison for his part in three 
bank heists in Eugene, Ore. The first 
bank job occurred before the deckhand 
appeared on the Discovery channel 


hit. Two more were committed after 
his stint on the show, which attracts 
5.5 million viewers per episode. 

Not surprisingly, Warner’s 
appearance on “Deadliest Catch” led 
to his arrest. Viewers recognized him 
as a suspect and called the cops. 

“I watched the show, too,” said 
Eugene police detective Jeff Donaca. 


“I don’t think you can end up on 
national TV, make a spectacle of 
yourself, and not end up getting 
caught for three bank robberies.” 

The former fisherman was 
arrested during a traffic stop in 
Illinois and returned to Oregon. He 
pleaded guilty to all three crimes in 
exchange for a reduced sentence. 



KINKY 'TOP CHEF GETS ‘JUST DESSER1S’ 


“TOP Chef: Just Desserts” finalist Morgan 
Wilson - who has been described as 
both polarizing and homophobic - was 
indicted on three felony counts of 
possession with intent to promote 
and distribute child pornography. 

Police arrested Wilson, who often 
spoke fondly on the show about his 
own young son, in December 2010, in his 
hometown of Plano, Texas, one month 
after the show’s season finale aired. 

According to court records, the pastry 


chef had numerous images and videos 
on his computer of children, some as 
young as toddlers, engaged in sexual 
acts. Investigators said he also offered 
the porn to others through a file-sharing 
service known as Limewire. Wilson, who 
police say has admitted to the charges, 
faces up to 10 years in prison if convicted. 

The “Top Chef” was released after 
posting a $10,000 bond and promising 
not to access any computer that 
lacks monitoring software. 
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DISGRACED “Sons of Guns” star Will 
Hayden faces life in prison - accused 
of raping two preteen girls, including 
his own daughter, in heinous incidents 
more than two decades apart! 

The 49-year-old gunsmith from 
Greenwell Springs, La., was put in the 
cops’ crosshairs in August 2014, when he 
was accused of molesting a 12-year-old 


girl between March 2013 and August 
2014. 

Discovery Channel axed the show 
based on his life as a weapons exporter. 

Then another woman came forward 
to claim Hayden raped her 22 years 
earlier when she was a 12-year-old. 
Meanwhile, Hayden’s eldest daughter 
and show co-star Stephanie Hayden 
Ford told TV’s Dr. Phil McGraw her 
father touched her inappropriately in 
the 1990s when she was 12 years old. 

Hayden is charged with three 
counts of aggravated rape and 
one count of forcible rape. He has 
pleaded not guilty to all charges. 
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ME-OUCH! “Project Runway” finalist Kenley Collins ambushed her former 
fiance, musician Zak Penley as he slept in their Brooklyn home - using 
their pet cat, apples and a laptop computer as weapons, cops charge. 

And when dazed Penley tried to crawl away, police say hot-tempered 
Collins slammed the bedroom door on his head and doused him with water. 

But the Season 5 third-place finisher, whod called off the wedding 
days before the the March 17, 2009, incident, insists the whole thing 
was blown out of proportion. 

“What I really said was 'Here! Feed your cat,’ and handed it to him,” 
the then-26-year-old designer said after her arrest. “It was all just 
really ridiculous.” 

After initially facing a second-degree felony assault charge, the 
pretty brunette pleaded guilty to a count of disorderly conduct, paid 
a $120 fine and was forbidden from contacting Penley for two years. 



DAVID “Puck” Rainey keeps 
earning his bad-boy reputation. 

As one of the most notorious 
houseguests in the MTV reality 
show’s history, Rainey, now 46, was 
evicted for harassing an AIDS- 
stricken gay roommate during the 
third season, set in San Francisco.

Since 2003, the notorious 
boozer has had multiple 
domestic violence arrests, a 
battery and DUI. In 2012, he 
began serving a minimum two- 
year term in California’s Wasco 
State Prison after pleading no 
contest to stalking a woman.

ADAM Jasinski, the winner of the 
ninth season of the reality show “Big 
Brother,” was sentenced to four years in 
federal prison following his 
conviction for tax evasion 
and drug trafficking. 

In 2009, Jasinski was 
arrested after he tried to 
sell 2,000 oxycodone pills 
to a witness working with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration in Boston. 

Following his arrest, the “Big 
Brother” winner allegedly 
told DEA agents that he 
used his $500,000 prize 
money to fund his drug 
deals and that he’d been “obtaining 
thousands of pills” that he sold to 
customers up and down the East Coast. 


Following a 2-month stint in jail, 
Jasinski was released on a $200,000 
bond secured by his parents’ home and 
properties. He checked 
into a Massachusetts 
substance abuse center, 
where he spent four 
months before moving 
to an outpatient facility 
in New Jersey. 

Jasinski was facing up 
to 14 years in prison. His 
lawyers tried to get him 
off with time served, but 
the judge wasn’t buying 
that. “You were drug 
trafficking until they 
caught you,” said Judge William Young. 
“You got to a position where you thought 
that the rules didn’t apply to you.” 
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Airhead heiress v 
Paris Hilton proved 
to be a handful 
when cops tried to 
cuff her in 2006.

That’s where 
he met Clarkson, 40, who was 
working as a hostess in the V.I.P. 
room. After a few drinks, Spector 
invited her back to his home. A 
short time later, she was dead. 

The defense’s case fell 
apart when it was revealed 
Spector had menaced other 
women with handguns as part 
of his sick style of foreplay. 

Experts also testified 
people don’t spontaneously 
kill themselves, especially in 
a stranger’s house. Spector, 
now 75, was sentenced to 
serve a maximum of 19 years.

She also 
paid a $2,800 fine and agreed 
to make a public service 
announcement on traffic safety. 

“It was the worst thing 
that could ever have happened to 
her, killing a child,” her lawyer Harlan 
Braun said. “She feels terrible.”

The 
actor was locked up 
in San Joaquin County 
Jail pending his trial. He 
was facing a potential 
life sentence for the 
slaying - but was 
acquitted in 2012 and 
released from prison. 


TRACEY Gold, who 
played sweet Carol 
Seaver on the ’80s 
sitcom “Growing Pains,” 
was arrested for drunk 
driving in 2004 after 
she lost control of 
her GMC Yukon on a 
California highway. The 
vehicle flipped, injuring 
Tracey’s 7-year-old son 
Sage and hubby Roby. 

Gold spent five hours 


behind bars before 
being released on 
$50,000 bail. In 2005, she 
pleaded guilty to felony 
DUI, which was reduced 
to a misdemeanor by 
the judge. She was 
given three years 
probation plus 30 days 
jail-supervised work 
release and 240 hours 
of community service.

$10,000 bond and was released. 



COPS TERMINATE EDDIE’S CAREER! 

ACTOR Edward Furlong of 
“Terminator 2” fame has a 
long list of legal troubles 
including assaulting his ex- 
wife in 2009 and violating 
the restraining order she 
filed in 2011. Furlong was 
arrested again in 2012 and 
charged with domestic 
violence after he got in a 
heated argument 
with a girlfriend 
at the Los Angeles 
airport. In 2013, 
he was taken 
into custody for 
a third domestic 
violence charge, 
this time against 
girlfriend Monica 
Keena. Later that 
year, the star was 
booked - once 
again - for allegedly 
violating the protective 
order she filed against 
him. During this arrest. 


he tried to hide from cops, but they 
quickly caught up to him and held him 
on a $100,000 bond. Furlong was able to 
stay out of jail after he agreed to enter 
rehab for his drug addiction and undergo 
a year of counseling to deal with the 
domestic violence. Hasta la vista, baby! 
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EX-CNN talk host Larry King 
couldn’t talk his way out of a 
grand larceny charge after a 
former business partner said King 
ripped him off for five grand! 

Convicted stock swindler Lou 
Wolfson accused King of taking 
money that he was supposed to 
give to New Orleans politicians. 

King was a rising Miami radio 
and TV host when he was arrested 
in 1971. The scandal got him fired 
from all of his jobs, including 
announcer for the Miami Dolphins. 

The charges were dropped 
in 1972 because the statute of 
limitations had run out. It took years 
for King, now 81, to get his radio job 
back and rise to the top at CNN. 











OJ. Simpson got away with 
murder - but he didn’t 
get away with robbery. 

In 1995, 0.J. was found not 
guilty in the brutal slaying of 
his ex-wife Nicole Brown and 
her friend Ron Goldman. 

It took a while, but 
the devil got his due. 

On Sept. 13, 2007, 

O.J. and a couple of 
his buddies stormed a room in Nevada’s Palace 
Station hotel and demanded the disgraced jock’s 
former sports memorabilia at gunpoint. 

O.J. was arrested for trying to steal stuff he said a 
dealer stole from him. He was charged with two 
counts of robbery with a deadly weapon, assault and 
burglary. 

Simpson and his cohorts maintained they were 
setup because there was a tape recorder in the room, 
but a jury disagreed. 

Exactly 13 years after he beat a murder rap, justice 
was served. O.J. was found guilty of all charges and 
was later sentenced to up to 33 years at the Lovelock 
Correctional Center in Nevada. O.J., 68, is eligible 
for parole in 2017.

She paid a $700 fine and 
pleaded guilty to disturbing 
the peace, a misdemeanor.

They were charged 
with carrying a concealed 
weapon and suspicion 
of burglary. Pacino spent 
three days in jail. Charges 
were later dropped when 
Pacino, now 74, explained 
they were actors on their 
way to a performance 
when they were stopped.

RANDY and Evi Quaid have a 
habit of skipping out on hotel 
bills, court appearances and 
blowing town when warrants 
are issued for their arrest.

They fled 
to Texas where they were later 
arrested. Evi pleaded no contest 


to defrauding an innkeeper. 

In 2010 they were back in court 
for squatting in a California house 
they used to own. They were 
charged with burglary and were 
released on $50,000 bond each. 

In October, 2010, Randy, now 64, 
and his wife, now 51, sought asylum 
from American prosecutors in 
Canada where Evi is a citizen.

He 
refused a Breathalyzer and failed a field sobriety 
test, sparking drunk-driving charges in Miami 
Beach. His excuse? Taking Benadryl with three 
glasses of wine earlier that evening. Later, he 
pleaded to reckless driving to avoid jail for DUI. 
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BEFORE his death in 2012, actor 
and former TV talk-show host Gary 
Collins was arrested on three separate 
occasions for drunk driving. His last 
arrest, in Santa Barbara, Calif, occurred 
after cops observed him driving his 
motor home erratically. This 2009 
arrest came close on the heels of a 
no contest plea for another California 
DUI 13 months earlier. Collins, who 
was wed to actress Mary Ann Mobley, 
served four days in jail for that offense 
and was given four years’ probation. 

A $100,000 arrest warrant was later 
issued for the former Miss America 
emcee after he failed to show up 
for a progress report on his case. 

While Collins wasn’t responsible for 
causing the three-car crash in which 
one person died, officers at the scene 
arrested him for misdemeanor DUI. 


KING of Cool Steve McQueen, who starred in classics like “The Great 
Escape” and ‘The Magnificent Seven,” was arrested for drunk driving in 
Anchorage, Alaska, in 1972. After posting bond and making peace with 
police, the notorious bad boy left town. The actor was eventually tried 
in absentia and convicted on the lesser charge of reckless driving.

EVERYONE has their favorite cause - and that’s true even for Hollywood’s 
biggest players. Whether fighting for animal rights or taking a stand for 
social justice, these celebs use their star power to make a difference 
in the world. And they’re willing to break the law to do it! 



THE “Death at a Funeral” star is a lethal weapon on the big screen AND on the 
activist front, especially when it comes to sticking up for the little guy. In April 
2010, 68-year-old Danny was busted in Maryland for protesting in front of 
the American headquarters of French food-service company Sodexo for their 
alleged poor working conditions. He received a citation and was then released. 





THE former talk-show host, 46, was tossed in the 
slammer in 1994, after she and a group of animal 
lovers burst into the Manhattan offices of designer 
Karl Lagerfeld and blasted him for using fur to make 
coats. As she and her cohorts plastered People for 
Ethical Treatment of Animals (PETA) stickers on walls, 
doors, furniture and clothes, Ricki reportedly shouted: 
“Fur is not a fabric!” Although she was initially booked 
on two felonies, the charges were later reduced to 
misdemeanors - criminal trespass and tampering. 



AN activist since her teen years, the 68-year-old 
“Bull Durham” beauty has been busted twice for her 
outspoken antics. In 1982, Sarandon was arrested for 
civil disobedience in New York City for protesting 
the tearing down of Broadways Morosco Theater. 

And in 1999, she was booked with more than 200 
others for taking part in a rally on the steps of NYPD 
headquarters to protest the police shooting of 
unarmed West African immigrant Amadou Diallo. 
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ROCK wildman Ozzy Osbourne’s wife Sharon, now 62, is his best friend 
and soulmate - but during the “Black Sabbath” frontman’s darkest days 
as a dangerous alcoholic, he came very close to taking her life. Waking 
up in a jail cell in 1989 after a bender and black-out, Ozzy, now 66, heard 
a cop saying he was under arrest for the attempted murder of his wife. 
Says the musician-turned-reality star; “I just went numb.” Sharon, too, 
remembers the worst day of her life. “He nearly choked me to death,” she 
says. “He’s a gift from God, but if I’d have had a gun I would have used it.” 







SHE may be only five feet tall, but 
Pia Zadora, 61, has some super-size 
anger issues, which exploded on 
June 1, 2013, when her then- 
16-year-old son gave her lip about 
bedtime. According to a police 
report, the singer/actress, who had 
been drinking with her husband. 

Las Vegas police detective Michael 
Jeffries, freaked out when her son 
Jordan refused to go to bed at 
11 p.m. She turned a garden hose 
on her entire family, scratched her 
husband and punched her stepson, 
Michael Jeffries Jr., 32, when they 
tried to subdue her. She then began 
to strangle a terrified Jordan - who 
managed to phone police. After 
a SWAT team arrived, the furious 
ex-Penthouse model was finally 
arrested on assault charges. She 
got a 30-day suspended sentence.

NFL running back Ray Rice’s 
career was thrown for a shocking 
loss after video emerged showing 
him punching his baby mamma 
Janay Palmer in the face and 
knocking her out in an elevator at 
the Revel Casino in Atlantic City. 

Amazingly, criminal charges 
resulting from the vicious 
February 2014 incident will 
be dropped if Rice completes 
a pre-trial intervention 
program despite the chilling 
security camera footage. 

Incredibly, Palmer wed Rice 
after the scandal erupted - and 
the NFL was accused of sweeping 
the controversy under the rug. 
Eventually, 200-pound Rice was 
booted off the Baltimore Ravens 
and suspended indefinitely 
by the league. However, the 
suspension was lifted on appeal 
and he’s free to play again - 
if any team will have him.

UNDEFEATED boxing champion Floyd “Money” 
Mayweather Jr. may be King of the Ring, but 
his baby mamma insists the worlds highest 
paid athlete ain’t nothin’ but a two-bit bully. 

Mayweather did 87 days in Nevada’s Clark 
County Detention Center for roughing up ex-galpal 
Josie Harris - in front of their children - before 
his release on Aug. 3, 2012. Even though they 
were officially split, the boxer went nuts when 
he found out Harris was dating another guy. 

The 37-year-old slugger crept into her home, 
yanked her out of bed by the hair as she slept, 
then kicked and punched her as their kids 
watched. To this day, Mayweather refuses to 
address the issue, and his son Koraun brands 
him a “coward” for failing to come clean. 

But the incident wasn’t the boxer’s first - or 
only - brush with the law over problems in his 
personal life. He received suspended prison 
sentences in 2002 and 2004 for charges of 
domestic violence and misdemeanor battery. And 
in 2014 his former fiance Shantel Jackson went 
to court accusing him of false imprisonment, 
threatening her with a gun and battery. 



“CELEBRITY Rehab” alum Tom Sizemore has battled 
drug addiction since he was 15 years old and even uglier 
demons when it comes to his relationships with women. 

His ex-wife, actress Maeve Quinlan, brought a domestic 
abuse complaint against him in 1997 but didn’t press charges. 

However, in 2003, former Hollywood Madam Heidi Fleiss 
got the “Black Hawk Down” star put away for six months 
on an assault and battery rap after he smashed her in the 
jaw during a party at the posh Four Seasons Hotel. 

Even though she “loved him a lot,” Fleiss decided to go 
to cops because “what he did to me was wrong” - and he 
threatened to kill her kid brother. She insisted the violent actor. 
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who appeared in “Saving Private Ryan,” hit her many times before 
and once knocked her to the ground. Fleiss, who served 20 months 
for her role in a call girl ring, backed up her story with more than 70 
tape recorded phone calls that revealed the stars menacing behavior. 

Ironically, the troubled pair joined up again on “Celebrity 
Rehab” in 2010, but made no attempt to bury the hatchet.

After she dropped the 
charges, they tied the knot as planned. 

But their four years together were 
marked by cruelty. Nicole claimed 
Moore was a tyrant who frequently 
beat her. But Dudleys friends insisted 
HE was the victim of his bullying 5-foot- 
10 wife. They claimed unstable Nicole 
smashed the entertainer’s belongings 
and set fire to his beloved music 
collection when she was high on drugs. 
She was banned from his 2002 funeral. 



SAVAGE “The 40-Year-Old Virgin” 
star Shelley Malil got what he 
deserved - a life sentence for cutting 
his girlfriend to pieces when he 
caught her with another man! 

His victim, Kendra Beebe, is lucky 
to be alive after suffering punctured 
lungs and deep gashes on her chest, 
back, neck and arms in the 2008 
butcher knife attack.

VHl 
subsequently canceled the couple’s scheduled 
reality show, “Ev and Ocho.” The pair’s marriage 
was canceled, too! Ocho pled no contest to the 
charges, went to jail and received probation.

She got six months’ 
probation and paid $5,200 in fines and had to attend anger management classes.

Charges were filed after Lil Wayne, real name Dwayne Michael Carter 
Jr., was arrested in July 2007 following a performance at the Beacon 
Theatre in New York City. Cops caught him 
smoking marijuana on a tour bus. When 
they took him into custody, they found 
a .40-caliber pistol in his possession. 

Weezy was released from Rikers 
in November 2010 after serving eight 
months of his year-long sentence. 
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ROBERT Van Winkle - known as Vanilla Ice - scored 
the first hip-hop single to top the Billboard charts 
with 1990’s “Ice Ice Baby.” But in January 2001, he 
got hot under the collar, and cops in Davie, Fla., 
arrested him for assaulting his wife, Laura, as they 
drove down the highway. He admitted ripping out 
some of her hair to keep her from jumping out of the 
window. Ice pled guilty to disorderly conduct and 
was sentenced to probation and family therapy.

H LENNY “Nails” Dykstra was 
known throughout baseball 
as a hard-charging hitter 
with the New York Mets 
and the Philadelphia Phillies. 

He followed the same 
philosophy in retirement. 

He claimed to have 
made a fortune investing 
in stocks and launched a series of businesses from car 
washes to private jet charters to real estate. But Dykstra’s 
risk-taking nature soon got him into trouble with the 
law, and his financial empire went into a tailspin. 

From a one-time estimated net worth of $58 million, 
he declared bankruptcy in 2008, listing less than 
$50,000 in assets, and ended up living out of his car. 

Dykstra’s fall from grace ended with him being charged 
with bankruptcy fraud and obstruction of justice. He served 
a six-and-a-half-month sentence in federal prison in 2012.

TEEN tennis prodigy Jennifer 
Capriati grabbed a gold medal 
at the 1992 Summer Olympics 
in Barcelona - but quit in the 
mid-’90s after being arrested on 
shoplifting and drug charges. 

Capriati, now 38, was 
pinched for shoplifting a ring in 
1993, a crime she claimed was 
accidental, and the following year she was also arrested and 
charged with possessing marijuana. She agreed to enter a 
drug counseling program - and then mounted a comeback. 

By 2001, she was back at Number One in the world 
after winning the Australian Open and French Open 
titles and getting to the semi-finals at Wimbledon and 
the U.S. Open. Injuries forced her to retire in 2004. A 
decade later, charges that she battered and stalked 
an ex-beau in 2013 were dropped after completing 
community service and anger management classes. 
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DURING his heyday, “Iron” Mike 
Tyson was the most feared boxer 
on the planet - and with good reason. No 
one was safe from the heavyweight champs 
vicious temper in or out of the ring! 

Petite 18-year-old Miss Black Rhode Island 
Desiree Washington found that out the hard 
way when he raped her in an Indianapolis hotel 
room in July 1991. Although Tyson insisted 
their sex was consensual - and still does - the 
234-pound bruiser got six years in the Plainfield 
Correctional Center. He was let out after three. 

Once free, the slugger, whod also been 
accused of domestic abuse by actress ex-wife 
Robin Givens, tried to resurrect his career. But 
the beasts boxing license was revoked after he 
bit a chunk off rival Evander Holyfields ear as 
they clenched in the ring. Since then Tyson, now 
48, went to jail in Arizona for drug possession 
and DUI. He also got three years probation.

HALL of Fanner Lawrence 
“LT” Taylor tainted his 
reputation as one of 
the NFL’s all time greats 
with a series of off- 
the-field scandals. 

The king of the “Big 
Blue Wrecking Crew” 
defense that led the New 
York Giants to two Super 
Bowl victories spent three 
stretches behind bars. 

After his retirement, 
Taylor, now 55, was 
arrested twice for trying 
to buy cocaine from 
undercover officers and 
did several stints in rehab. 

He appeared to turn 
his life around but was 
arrested in 2009 for 
leaving the scene of an 
accident. Then in 2010, he 
was popped for having 
sex with a 16-year-old 
girl. Taylor was sentenced 
to six months probation 
as part of a deal after 
pleading guilty to sexual 
misconduct and paying 
a prostitute, crimes that 
required him to register 
as a sexual offender. 



Longtime teammates Darryl Strawberry and 
Dwight Gooden, who played for the Yankees 
in 1995, ran into trouble off the field, 
with multiple arrests between them 
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FOR Dwight “Doc” Gooden, life on the baseball mound was the 
easy part. His problems only started when he was out of the 
limelight. 

The three-time World Series winner threw a no-hitter 
for the Yankees in 1996 during a glittering 16-year career. 

But the cocaine problems that would blight his later career 
surfaced as early as 1986 when he was arrested for fighting 
with the police. The drug rumors were confirmed when he tested 
positive for cocaine while at spring training with the New York 
Mets the following year. 

After several more brushes with the law on driving, battery and 
traffic charges in the early 2000s, Gooden, now 50, spent nearly 
seven months behind bars in 2006 after violating his probation. 


SLUGGER Darryl Strawberry, 52, was one of baseball’s 
biggest stars in the 1980s until his career hit the wall 
with a series of substance-abuse problems. 

His sweet-hitting style helped him to win four World 
Series rings with the New York Mets and Yankees while 
playing beside troubled pitcher pal Dwight “Doc” Gooden. 

In 1987, The Straw was accused of breaking wife Lisas 
nose in a domestic dispute. His cocaine addiction led to 
a string of drug rehab visits and more brushes with the 
law, including a failure to report income amounting to 
several hundred thousand dollars from autograph shows. 

Strawberry’s luck ran out in April 2002, when he 
was sentenced to 18 months in prison for probation 
violations on cocaine possession charges. He was 
released in 2003 after serving 11 months. 
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ATLANTA Falcons quarterback 
Michael Vick was put in prison 
after being implicated in a 
dog-fighting scandal at the 
peak of his NFL career. 

The three-time Pro-Bowl star 
was blasted by a federal judge for 
funding the Bad Newz Kennels 
dog-fight gambling ring and letting 
it operate on his property. Making 
things worse, the jock was accused 
of hanging and drowning pooches 
that didn’t perform in the pits. 


Publicly reviled, Vick served 
18 months behind bars and two 
months of home confinement after 
pleading guilty in August 2007 to 
federal felony charges. Serving his 
time at a Kansas lock-up, the multi- 
millionaire football star made 12 
cents an hour as an inmate janitor. 

Upon his release, Vick, now 
34, filed for bankruptcy but 
joined the Philadelphia Eagles in 
2009 and switched to the New 
York Jets for the 2014 season.
